NECESSITY FOR MEN EVERYWHERE TO WORK TO SUPPRESS TERRORISM. 

3. FOR POST' S INFORMATION, FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF CROWN 
PRINCE' S MESSAGE: ” I HAVE RECEIVED WITH DEEP SORROW THE 
SAD NEWS ASSISTANT IN KHARTOUM ( SIC). IN EXPRESSING MY 
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CONDEMNATION OF THIS CRIME PERPETRATED BY BLOOD THIRSTY 
CRIMINALS I WISH TO PRESENT MY CONDOLENCES TO YOU AND 
TO THE BEREAVED FAMILIES OF THE VICTIMS." ROGERS 
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
